Ccnvent ui Covington, which 
has jurisdiction over Mount 
Mary, tokl Hazard Mayor Willie 
Dawahare in a letter: 

“It is with deep regret that 
we face the obvious truth; there 
will be no government funds 
sufficient to help us build a 
new general hospital to replace 
Mount Mary. Without an ade- 
quate grant, it is impossible for 
us to finance construction. 
Therefore, we can’t build a new 
Mount Mary Hospital.” 

Mother Benedict then added 
in the letter: 

“However, there is another 
health facility in which we can 
continue to labor among the 
people of Hazard to relieve 
sickness and suffering. We are 
assured that there would be 
Hill-Burton (a federal hospital 
foundation) matching funds for 
a nursing home on the site of 
Mount Mary. Therefore, we 
shall build a nursing home 
there and we are most happy 
to be able to continue laboring 
and serving in the area of Haz- 
ard.” 

Mother Benedict said in a 
telephone conversation this 
morning that the absence of 
funds was the sole reason the 
Sisters had given up the idea 
of ibuilding a new Mount Mary 



ahead with previous plans. 

The Sisters had applied to 
various agencies of the federal 
government for construction 
money, and received enough 
encouragement that they went 
ahead with planning, at a cost 
of $70,000. 

But complications developed 
when the Hazard Appalachian 
Hospital, part of a five-hospital 
chain called Appalachian Re- 
gional Hospitals, Inc., applied 
to the same sources in the gov- 
ernment for funds with which 



to expand its own facilities. 

Asked just how much longer 
the present Mount Mary might 
continue to operate, Mother 
Benedict said that the hospital 
would apply for a license re- 
newal before the present one 
expires July 1, and that if the 
new license is granted, then 
Mount Mary would stay in bus- 
iness as a general hospital un- 
til Hazard Appalachian could 
expand enough to handle the 
present patient-load that Mount 
Mary bears.

Vicco joins Hazard as the 
only two incorporated towns in 
Perry County. 

A board of trustees, a police 
judge, town marshall and tax 
assessor were sworn in at a 
courthouse ceremony this morn- 
ing. 

The trustees are Lowell Cor 
nett, Miles Cook, E. B. McGran- 
er, Charles Johnson and Wil- 
liam Carroll, all of Vicco. 

The new police judge is Matt 
Combs. Earnest Kelly has been 
appointed town marshall and 
Hagan Davidson is the new city’s 
tax assessor. 

The Court’s action was based 
on a petition signed by 179 of 
Vicco’s 245 voters, which was 
more than the required two- 
thirds majority. 

The population of the new 
town is officially listed as 742. 

The petition was filed in Per 
ry Circuit Court April 17. A 
hearing to consider its merits 
was held in open court last 
Saturday. But June 1, 1964 
will ibe remembered as the date 
of the city’s founding. 

The incorporation climaxed 
several months of intensive and 
at times frustrating effort by 
Vicco leaders to organize their 
community into an official body 
of people who could speak with 
a single official voice. 

An earlier petition filed by 
Vicco citizens, led prncipally 
by Vicco merchant E. B. Me- 
Graner, was defeated in court 
in February because it contain- 
ed mistakes that were pointed 
out by business firms and in- 
dividuals opposed to the incor- 



poration. 

But the new petition was 
based on an engineer's survey 
of the proposed city limits and 
drawn up with the aid of legal 
counsel.
